(a) The County Board, in all <counties of less than
2,000, 000 i nhabi tant s, shal | fix the conpensation of
sheriffs, with the amount of their necessary clerk hire,
stationery, fuel and other expenses. The county shall supply
the sheriff with all necessary uniforns, guns and amuniti on.
The conpensation of each such officer shall be fixed
separately fromhis necessary clerk hire, stationery, fuel

and other expenses. Beginning imediately, no county with a

popul ati on under 2,000, 000 may reduce t he rate of

conpensation of its sheriff belowthe rate of conpensation

that it was actually paying to its sheriff on January 1, 2002

or the effective date of this amendatory Act of the 92nd

CGCeneral Assenbly, whichever is greater.
